Well, I suppose I'd heller start off with 
an apology for the typo in the notes 
for Bulletin MI5. My reference to the 
conjunction of Jupiter and Saturn be¬ 
ing interpreted as The Star of Bethle¬ 
hem ’ actually occurred, of course. 
2007 years ago ■ only a Millennium 
out.' 


Did any of you actu¬ 
ally see the Leonid 
meteors on their pre¬ 
dicted night? I had 
wonderfully clear con¬ 
ditions the nights ei¬ 
ther side of the 
!7*/l8’*'. but thick 
cloud on that night • it 
could only happen in 
Britain! The eagerly 
anticipated storm did¬ 
n’t occur, so we now 
have to wait another 
33 years. Its unlikely 
the meteors that were 
seen over the three 
nights of watching 
would have been mis¬ 
interpreted. though I 
did see a number of 
bright flashes low to 
my Northeast horizon 
between 1.30am and 
2.15am on the 17* I 
have yet to establish if 
these correlate with 
brighter fireballs seen 
over East Anglia, or 


even further to the Northeast. 

Whal of the planets? 

As we mentioned last time, at the be¬ 
ginning of February, Mars is becom¬ 
ing prominent low to the Southwest as 
darkness falls until around 8.00pm. If 
seen through murky haze, its red col¬ 
oration may cause some false reports. 
By the nature of its current orbital po¬ 
sition, Mars will appear to be low to 
the horizon for all of February, al¬ 
though it will also dim slightly to- 
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wards the month’s end. This means 
that Mars doesn't seem to set earlier 
each day, and almost maintains posi¬ 
tion compared to the stars, and Jupiter 
and Saturn - this may cause confusion 
to the uninitiated watching over a few 
nights. See Fig. I for the Southwest 
horii^on for 6.00pm on 15*** February, 
when if clear conditions permit. Mer¬ 
cury may be seen.

Turning our attention to the mornings, 
Venus will still have the potential for 
causing false reports, it is still bril¬ 
liant at brighter than -4 magnitude, but 
it is sliding back towards the Sun. At 
the beginning of February, will not be 
rising until 6.30am, though this still 



As we move into March, Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn are coming ever closer in 
the sky. Indeed, if we look at Fig2, 
we see that by beginning of April, 
they will make quite a spectacle for 
stargazers. 

On the 6*** April, seen here at 8.00pm, 
Mars will appear to begin to ’overtake’ 
Jupiter, and a new crescent Moon will 
complete the collection - it you have a 


gives around 90 minutes of it shining 
low to the Southeast before the Sun 
rises. By the beginning of March, Ve¬ 
nus will be all but lost in the light of 
the waning Moon, and the glare of the 
sunrise - so be careful if you are look¬ 
ing at it with binoculars. 

As we move into April, all of the ma¬ 
jor planets will be moving towards 
their infamous 5-5-2000 ’alignment’. 
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Fig.3 shows the positions for 1*‘ April 
at S.OOam, not that you will be able to 
see (hem of course, since the Sun is 
shining in the sky! Notwithstanding 
that I dont for one minute believe the 
'astrological' significance of this ap¬ 
parent alignment, it does have a cer¬ 
tain 'geometric appeal'. 


ruary and March, but the bright spo¬ 
radic meteors and fireballs may occur 
at any time, and if they do occur, will 
inevitably give the potential for UFO 
reports. These can only be correlated 
with bodies such as the British Astro¬ 
nomical Association, or International 
Meteor Organisation.

UFOIogy today, is a mish mash of 
many weird and wonderful ideas, 
speculations and theories abound like 
there is no tomorrow and one wonders 
can this subject get any more fanci¬ 
ful !! Admittedly we should not for¬ 
get that speculation is fine so long as 
it is constructive and is done with the 
sole purpose of finding some answers. 
UFOIogy has seen many books all 
portraying our subject with these dif¬ 
fering ideas. Some authors would 
have us believe that we are being vis¬ 
ited by 'beings’ from Zela Reticuli, 
whilst others would have us believing 
that we are being visited by Time 
Travellers, Parallel Universal ‘beings’ 
or whatever, the list is extensive. One 
things for sure, there is no denying 
that we have a UFO presence, that 
much we can say, but a presence is 
one thing determining what that pres¬ 
ence can be. is another. 

1 am in total agreeance with research¬ 
ers wearing as many 'hats’ as possible 
and opening as many UFOIogical 
doors as possible, the truth of the mat¬ 
ter is within all these avenues of pos¬ 
sibilities an answer must lie some¬ 
where it's just a case of finding it. I 
am in the fortunate position of being 
sent many UFO and paranormal books 
by publishing houses to review and 


recently I was sent a copy of a book 
which absolutely blew me away !!! 
Why ! well because it was so new, 
and was so shockingly important to 
the subject of UFOIogy that it just 
screamed out to be read by UFOlo- 
gists and sceptics alike. The book is 
entitled MILABS, subtitled Military 
Mind Control And Alien Abduction 
and is written by Dr Helmut Lammer 
and his wife Marion Lammer. It is 
my opinion, that this book holds a 
very big piece of.the UFO puzzle and 
I hope that through this article 1 can at 
the very least, share some of the sali¬ 
ent points with you. Of course for a 
more overall view of the book, one 
must purchase a copy oneself, but take 
it from me, it will be the best money 
you will have parted with for some 
time. Dr Lammer has a Ph D in geo¬ 
physics and works at the Austrian 
Space Research Institute as a plane¬ 
tary scientist. He has published many 
scientific papers in prestigious scien¬ 
tific journals such as Journal Of Geo¬ 
physical Research, Geophysical Re¬ 
search Letters, and Planetary and 
Space Science. Dr Lammer is a mem¬ 
ber of the European Geophysical So¬ 
ciety (EGS) and the New York Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences. In his spare lime, he 
writes for numerous UFO magazines 
and Is the Austrian representative for 
the American society, The Mutual 
UFO Network (MUFON) and is also 
an associate member of the Society 
for Scientific Exploration (SSE). 
Marion Lammer studies law at the 
University of Graz. Austria, has a life¬ 
time interest in Fortean phenomena 
and has helped her husband with Ids 
studies in his MILAB research. O.K. 
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lei’s lake a look at whai Helmut and 
Marion Lammer have to say. 

MILABS. A STUDY OF UFOLOGI¬ 
CAL IMPORTANCE. 

THE MILITARY KIDNAPPING OF 
ALIEN ABDUCTEES. 

The main thrust of the Laminer's book 
is to inform us that ‘not all Is as it 
seems’ ! We are informed that many 
UFO abductions are the result of Mili¬ 
tary personnel, men in business suits, 
or men in while lab coats each who 
are abducting individuals either ’to’ 

(a) To obtain as much infor¬ 
mation from the abductee as 
to what transpired during 
their abduction ie, to obtain 
any ‘technology or advanced 
information as they possible 
can which could potentially 
be used by their country 
(America) to advance their 
own technology from the 
‘abducters’ 

OR 

(b) The American Govern¬ 
ment ‘agencies' are them¬ 
selves imprinting false and 
misleading information into 
the minds of the unsuspect¬ 
ing public to further the 
cause/belief that UFO abduc- 
lions/aliens are a reality, this 
is to steer the public’s belief 
away from what really is go¬ 
ing on, ie, a new Stealth tech¬ 
nology or advanced black 
budget technology to which 


they, (the Americans) do not 
wish the public to learn 
about, and they are more than 
happy for this technology to 
be camouflaged under the 
guise of ‘alien abduciiona'. 

Now, as we progress, both the above 
categories play an important role in 
the understanding of the MILAB sce¬ 
nario and it is my hope to paint a pres¬ 
entation of facts which you the reader 
can judge for yourself. So let us now 
continue on with what the Lammer’s 
have to say about the above and 1 ask 
that you keep an open mind and try 
and grasp the importance of what this 
article is all about. 

Now, what we have to bear in mind, 
and what is a proven fact, is that nu¬ 
merous UFO abductees not only re¬ 
port seeing small grey ’beings’ during 
their abduction, but they have also 
told researchers the world over that 
they have also been ’interrogated’ by 
what appear to be ‘humans’ who not 
only threaten them but implant de¬ 
vices into their head which cause them 
much distress. They describe being 
taken to Military Hangers in which 
strange UFO-like craft are housed. 
For instance, Brenda a Canadian UFO 
abductee, explains that she was ab¬ 
ducted and taken to a Military Hanger 
where she was met by two ‘men’ in 
white coats who interrogated her for a 
period of lime. This proved most dis¬ 
tressing to her more so because these 
men used chloroform to knock her 
out. The main thing is though, she 
claimed to have seen advanced disc 
shaped objects in this ‘facility’ simi- 
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lar, ii is said (by the author) to ad¬ 
vanced disc shaped objects that are 
apparently being developed at Lock¬ 
heed" Hellendale underground re¬ 
search racilily near Palmdale in south¬ 
ern California. 

Another MILAB abductee, Melinda 
Leslie has also experienced both alien 
and Military abductions. One of 
which occurred at an aerospace facil¬ 
ity in southern California near Lancas¬ 
ter. Not only did she witness men in 
Navy uniform during her abduction, 
whilst she was being examined by 
small grey ‘beings' but she also 
claims to have seen a strange triangle 
shaped craft in a large hanger, and 
also a dark unmarked helicopter. 
Melinda remembers being forced to 
sit in a chair where she was forcibly 
given a strange drink and had a sy¬ 
ringe inserted into her arm by a hu¬ 
man in a lab coat. She was then asked 
repeatedly by a red haired Military of¬ 
ficer to tell them all about her 'alien' 
experiences and that he wanted infor¬ 
mation about the 'aliens’ technology. 
Leah Haley one of America’s more 
noted UFO abductees, also talks about 
being taken by a helicopter to a Mili¬ 
tary base where she was interrogated 
by ‘humans' in regards to her ‘alien’ 
experiences. She also states that she 
was given a shot in her arm and asked 
repeated questions by Military officers 
to tell them all aboxit the 'aliens’ tech¬ 
nology. 

These are but a few of the many refer¬ 
ences that are made by the author in 
regards to individuals being forcibly 
taken by Military people in order to 


try and extract some details lo better 
the minimal knowledge of the Mili¬ 
tary chiefs. We are also told that the 
husband of the late Dr Karla Turner (a 
noted UFO researcher) also recalls an 
abduction in which he too was forci¬ 
bly taken by Military personnel to an 
underground facility where he loo was 
drugged and repeatedly asked all 
about the ‘aliens' technology. Al¬ 
though some of these UFO abductions 
in regards to Military precenses being 
seen on board strange looking objects 
have been reported elsewhere, it has 
only been tentatively as if the authors 
of previous UFO books really didn't 
know what to do or make with them. 
I would probably say that some, if not 
a lot of other UFO authors, have in 
point of fact, kept these vital facts 
away from their readers not knowing 
whether there were any truth in them 
or moreover, it may well spoil the 
thrust of the book they were writing. 
Thankfully these stories are now sur¬ 
facing. Karla Turner referred to them 
numerous times and told many people 
that we should start to sit up and lake 
notice of these accounts. Dr Lammcr 
states, "The presence of human Mili¬ 
tary and/or civilian personnel inhabit¬ 
ing the same physical reality as the 
alien beings exceeds the mindsets of 
the sceptics and the open minded re¬ 
searchers by several orders of magni¬ 
tude. A more truer statement has 
never been said. Dr Scott Jones be¬ 
lieves that it's quite possible that the 
Military machines interest in UFO ab- 
duclees may well be due lo them (the 
Military) gaining important ground as 
to developing brain implants, virtual 
reality implants, holographic image 
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projection and cloaking devices but 
more so for genetic research. This all 
sounds incredible and seems like 
something out of Star Trek or Deep 
Space Nine, but the facts are, that 
more and more UFO abductees are 
coming forward with stories of not 
only meeting up with ‘aliens’ but see¬ 
ing and being interrogated by their fel¬ 
low human beings. Of course as 
things stand, this would all appear to 
be hidden from the U S. Congress and 
may be masked under the secret 
'black budget’ projects. During the 
I980’s, a lot of money we are told, 
was being used for top secret Military 
projects, the major one being for 
(SDl) Strategic Defence Initiative. 
It’s not that hard to imagine, that a 
certain percent of the black budget 
programme, went towards the proce¬ 
dure of finding, locating, abducting 
and interrogating helpless UFO ab¬ 
ductees to try and elicit from them, 
what the ‘aliens’ were up to. Now 
this all presupposes that we ‘have’ an 
alien presence, and this is what makes 
this book so darned important. The 
evidence contained within this book, 
clearly shows that there is indeed, 
without any shadow of a doubt, an 
alien presence on this planet who’s 
programme is decidedly targeted to¬ 
wards a genetic programme of sorts. 
Let us now lake a look at some of the 
other important issues contained 
within this book. 

CONTROLLED EXPERIMENTS ON 
HUMANS WITHOUT CONSENT. 
an INFRIGEMENT of HUMAN 
RIGHTS 


The Lammers present ihe reader with 
case after case of experimentation by 
the people we have been led to trust. 
Military chiefs on not only the people of 
the United States, but on citizens of 
Canada and other countries. These ex¬ 
periments from many years ago, were 
nothing to do with UFOs or the search 
to understand alien technology, it was to 
find out various things about what the 
human individual could endure. Covert 
operations have been deployed on 
countless thousands of people for many 
years, even our own Ministry of De¬ 
fence has carried out secret radiation ex¬ 
periments on humans during the past 40 
years. In America, nerve gas, LSD, and 
various biological agents were used on 
people without their permission. We 
often talk about the atrocities that the 
German Army committed during the 
second world war, the experimentation 
on the Jews both children and adults, 
filled us with horror, and to think that 
the people we elected to serve and pro¬ 
tect us are still experimenting on our 
minds and bodies of citizens today 
should make everyone everywhere 
stand up and protest from Ihe highest 
tower. Whilst 1 appreciate that mankind 
must learn what biochemical agents can 
do to someone, to use it on people with¬ 
out their consent is immoral. Dr Lam- 
mer tells us that horrific psychological 
experiments were conducted on Ameri¬ 
can soldiers at Edgewood Arsenal 
Maryland, eight former Nazi scientists 
worked at Edgewood for the Americans 
between 1947 to 1966 developing and 
testing lethal nerve gas and psycho¬ 
chemicals on humans. Dr Ewen Cam¬ 
eron led a CIA funded laboratory at 
McGill University during the 1950’s 
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where people were used as guinea 
pigs for brainwashing experiments. 
People were given huge amounts of 
hallucinogens, some were given elec¬ 
tro-convulsive therapy, and others 
were subjected to sensory deprivation. 
More importantly. Dr Lammer tells us 
that a panel appointed by the Clinton 
administration in 1994 to look into 
these matters, found that four hundred 
documented Government backed bio¬ 
medical experiments involving hu¬ 
mans were undertaken between the 
years of 1944 and 1975. How much 
more has gone on that we don't know 
about ! I’m sure we’ll never really 
know. Mind control victim Claudia 
Mullen testified before the advisory 
Committee on Human Radiation Ex¬ 
periments in Washington D.C. during 
March 1995 where she explained that 
she was taken by Military people over 
a course of many years, and subjected 
against her will, in experiments con¬ 
cerning Chemicals, radiation, drugs, 
hypnosis, electric shock, sleep depri¬ 
vation and even sexual abuse ! An¬ 
other witness, Delora, recalls that he 
father who was a career Navy Officer, 
was stationed at an ammunition depot 
in Shoemaker Arkansas, and during 
those early years whilst he was sta¬ 
tioned there she remembers flashbacks 
of being with both her parents inside a 
Military bunker where she saw 
'aliens’ performing experiments on 
humans. Delora knew that this bunker 
housed chemical and biological weap¬ 
ons which may have been an interest 
to these ‘aliens'. She also claims to 
have seen a number of humans sus¬ 
pended in gas or liquid filled cap.sules. 
Delora holds (he opinion that those 
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people that were contained inside 
these capsules were clones and being 
used for secret bio-warfare or chemi¬ 
cal warfare experiments. American 
UFO researcher Dan Wright who is 
head of the MUFON abduction Tran¬ 
scription Project has a number of re¬ 
cords on file which detail this descrip¬ 
tion of humans being witnessed in 
large tubes or containers, some of his 
cases, feature humans who somehow 
had to 'breathe' the strange liquid that 
was found inside these containers. 
This puts me in mind of the famous 
Scottish A70 UFO Abduction, where 
one of the two witnesses, Colin 
Wright, found himself enclosed in a 
large glass or Perspex container. He 
was naked and was strapped to a chair 
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when suddenly this glass or Perspex 
started to frost up. Colin doesn’t re¬ 
call the container being filled with any 
fluid, but certainly recalls the situation 
very vividly and with a certain amount 
of fear. 

The Lammer’s explain that this con¬ 
cept about ‘fluid breathing’ more or 
less began in the mid 1960’s when a 
certain Dr J. Kylstra, a physiologist at 
the state University of New York at 
Buffalo, found that salt solutions 
could be saturated with oxygen at high 
pressures. He went on to perform ex¬ 
periments with mice and was able to 
keep them alive for 18 hours, how¬ 
ever, his eventual use of this practice 
did not work when he applied it to hu¬ 
mans I Other researcher’s began to 
lake an interest in the work of Dr Kyl- 
slra and a number of people began 
their own experiments (mostly on 
mice). We learn that the early 1990’s 
proved successful, scientists kept dogs 
alive for around 2 hours in a per- 
fluorocarbon container. After re¬ 
moval, the dogs were apparently hy¬ 
poxic but returned to normal after a 
few days. UFOIogists will of course 
recall another famous American UFO 
witness by the name of Betty Andre- 
asson. Betty claimed that she was 
placed inside a large lube filled with 
liquid of which she was told was to 
cushion the large force of the gravity 
during the UFO’s acceleration. The 
Lammers also go on to explain that 
during the 1960’s a Dr Robert Good¬ 
win experimented with human em¬ 
bryos by keeping them alive in artifi¬ 
cial womb like steel containers. How¬ 
ever, pressure applied by the scientific 


community and also members of the 
public forced him to abandon these 
experiments. Clearly then this busi¬ 
ness with UFO abductees reporting 
tubes and containers which hold some 
form of liquid and which they have 
either been placed in there themselves, 
or have seen others in there, is some¬ 
thing which is a major part of the 
UFO abduction phenomenon. But of 
course why ! What real purpose does 
these containers hold ? Is it as was 
told to Betty Andreasson ‘to cushion 
the G forces of acceleration’, or does 
it hold a more sinister purpose ! Is it 
really for the benefit of the UFO ab- 
ductee !! It’s frustrating that as we 
approach the Millennium, we are no 
further forward in answering these 
and other questions, than we were 
when the modern era of UFOlogy first 
began. 

One might say however, that we do 
have the answers, and those answers 
are all to do with the genetic inter¬ 
breeding programme that seems to be 
part and parcel of the make up of the 
‘aliens' agenda. They may be modify¬ 
ing the genetic make up of humans for 
their own purposes, introducing their 
own DNA to create some kind of hy¬ 
brid species, a species which will be 
adaptive in all environments which 
can stand high pressures, breathe liq¬ 
uid with ease etc. However, and I’ve 
said and written about this many limes 
before, why oh why is this abduction 
procedure ‘still occurring’ ! Haven’t 
they (the aliens) got enough genetic 
material by now ! They have been ab¬ 
ducting the people of this planet for 
nigh on 50 years if not more, and here 
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ai the close of the century, they are 
still taking people from their homes 
and environments and subjecting them 
to clinical and medical procedures 
without consent. As a researcher, this 
angers me as I'm sure it does to most 
people, but more so because, if there 
truly is any truth to what these UFO 
abductees are telling us, ie, that the 
Military chiefs of this world know 
what’s going on, and are assisting in 
this, then this is the biggest deception, 
this is the biggest lie, and this is the 
biggest shock. As human beings, we 
expect those in power to look after us 
and to think that those we elected to 
serve us can betray us in this way, 
well it just beggars belief. 

The Lammers present case after case 
after case, of factual data which in¬ 
forms us that the Governments of this 
world have not been treating their citi¬ 
zens with any respect, far from it, they 
are abusing our trust, abducting us for 
medical procedures which can cause 
lasting harm if not death, all in the 
name of science. We quite rightly 
concern ourselves about the plight of 
the animal kingdom, it’s also about 
time that we should equally be con¬ 
cerned about the plight of humans as 
well ! During the Cold war scientists 
were using mind control on helpless 
victims by inserting devices up their 
nostrils in order to control them, a 
procedure all to reminiscent of alien 
abductions. In the authors studies, 
they soon came to realise that there 
were around 3, ‘human’ agendas asso¬ 
ciated with the ‘alien abduction' sce¬ 
nario. They found that one group of 
humans were interested in UFO ab¬ 


ductees purely for mind and behaviour 
projects, sensory deprivation and liq¬ 
uid breathing experiments. Another 
group were interested in biological 
and genetic experiments, indeed a 
number of MILAB abductees, clearly 
recall seeing other human beings en¬ 
closed in tubes filled with liquid, they 
also tell of seeing genetically altered 
animals ! Alt these were witnessed in 
Military Underground research facili¬ 
ties. A third group the authors ex¬ 
plain, are solely interested in the ac¬ 
tual alien abduction phenomenon it¬ 
self, purely for information gathering 
purposes. 

Dark unmarked helicopters, have been 
a growing trend within the confines of 
UFOIogy of late. A large number of 
UFO witnesses (but more so UFO ab¬ 
ductees,) claim that their lives have 
been subjected to harrasment by low 
flying unmarked helicopters that have 
buzzed their homes morning afternoon 
and night, and when they complain to 
the local or national airports, no one 
can provide them with an answer a to 
where or who they belong to !!! Deb¬ 
bie Jordan, Budd Hopkins star UFO 
abductee, claims that her life has been 
a misery since she had her UFO ab¬ 
duction, for since that time many large 
dark unmarked helicopters have 
stalked both her and her family. Deb¬ 
bie was quoted as saying. "Even 
when I am outside and obviously 
watching back, it doesn't seem to 
bother them, they just sit there in mid¬ 
air about 60 to 90 feet above the 
ground whirling and watching. They 
are completely without identification 
and are always low enough so that I 
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lonld cn.sHv see the pilot if the wind- 
.slurld u ere clear glass. But the wind¬ 
shield is smokey black, and with a fin¬ 
ish that makes it impossible to see 
who's inside". 

Whal I, as Ihe author of this article 
finds hard to believe, is that this form 
of harrasement is necessary !! For 
surely Ihe pilots of these helicopters 
arc drawing much attention to them¬ 
selves by doing this ! If they are so 
interested in these unfortunate UFO 
abductces. then this form of behaviour 
surely shouldn’t happen and could be 
done in their usual ‘covert’ way. Of 
course wc can’t forget the fact that 
these black unmarked helicopters, 
have been seen many limes over Ihe 
pastures in which cattle mutilations 
have been found, and more recently, 
dark unmarked helicopters have been 
witnessed flying above the wheat 
fields of Rngland where many strange 
crop circle formations have been 
found. Clearly then, there is great in¬ 
terest by these shady ‘agencies’ in the 
lives of the UF‘0 abduclees, and the 
crop formations in Southern England, 
not forgetting Ihe obscene and tragic 
animal mutilations that have been dis¬ 
covered in unusual circumstances with 
each passing year. In their book, the 
Rammers present many cases where 
dark unmarked helicopters have made 
the lives a misery of many a UFO ab- 
duclcc. 

WORKINC; IN HARMONY !!!!! 

Probably the most important aspect 
and significant if not disturbing part of 
the l,ammers book, is their presenta¬ 


tion of facts which clearly show that 
certain American Government 
‘agencies’ have been working side by 
side with the ‘greys’ for a good num¬ 
ber of years now. This aspect of 
UFOIogy. has of course been specu¬ 
lated on by many UFOIogisls for a 
number of years now. And this is 
why perhaps UFOIogisls and the gen¬ 
eral public at large never obtain a 
statement of sorts from the American 
Government admitting what’s going 
on. They ‘know’ whats going on, 
‘they’ are part of it. The abduction of 
humans from this planet is part or¬ 
chestrated by Ihe Military chiefs of 
this Earth in order to obtain informa¬ 
tion from these visiting ‘intruders’ 
which may further and advance the 
cause of potential warfare capabilities 
of those who learn the secrets first of 
people from other worlds. 

The above of course sounds incredibly 
fanciful and full of speculation, but 
can there be any real truth in this ! 
The Lammers again present an in¬ 
credible amount of information to say 
that this is so. The MILABS book 
will clearly change your perception 
about what UFOIogy is all about, it 
certainly changed mine. I was sent 
this book to review, believe you me, 
it’s impossible to review a book of 
such a proportion in so little words, 
hence I chose to do a slightly more 
worded version, and even so, this will 
not do it justice. At the end of the 
day. where would UFOIogy be with¬ 
out the sterling work of a number of 
UFOIogisls like the Lammers and Ihe 
late Karla Turner who arc bringing 
these Mililary/Alien cases to our at- 
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tentiun. 

TERRESTRIAL & EXTRATERRES^ 
TRIAL IMPLANTS !! 

The finding of iniplanls in the bodies 
of UFO abductees is a well known 
factor in UFOIogy. Strange small me¬ 
tallic devices some round, some small 
and slim, have been found in the nasal 
cavities in abductees, and also other 
parts of their bodies as well 
(sometimes even their big toes !!) 
Why would a sophisticated intelligent 
race of beings want to track and moni¬ 
tor a person in this way is beyond this 
writer’s comprehension. If they (the 
aliens !) can ghost into someone’s 
bedroom and abduct someone of an 
evening, it seems unusual that they 
would need to know where people are, 
or do these devices perform some 
other kind of function ? The Lam- 
mers present the reader of the MI- 
LABS book with an in-depth look at 
the implant phenomenon. They tell us 
that the Military have been implanting 
electrodes into the bodies of unwitting 
subjects as early as 50 years ago and 
some horrific tales can be found in 
this book. 1 present the following 
paragraph (with permission) to illus¬ 
trate the point. 

During the SO’s and early 60's. neuro 
scieniisi Dr Jose Delgado invented the 
slimoceiver, an electrode capable of 
receiving and transmitting electronic 
signals via FM radio waves. Such a 
device, implanted in the brain via the 
sinus cavities, will act as a powerful 
stimulant when activated by FM radio 
waves. One can speculate, that the 


slimoceiver has since been modified lo 
receive stimulation from microwave 
pulses, and is capable of wielding a 
great degree of control over the im¬ 
planted victim’s response mecha¬ 
nisms. 

We then learn that this implanl tech¬ 
nology was developed after Woild 
War 11 and by now, as we approach 
the millennium. I’m more than sure 
that this technology has superseded 
it’s expectations. The Lainmers 
speculate that the Military Intelligence 
community are or have more than 
likely been using this technology lor 
secret Government projects, some o( 
the photographic plates coniaincd 
within this book, clearly show the im¬ 
plants on the X Ray skulls of various 
individuals. The Lammers uncovered 
a pre-classified 1960’s GovernmeiU 
document pertaining to a secret pro 
jecl called MKULTRA which clearly 
showed that the CIA was inleiesled in 
expanding implanl studies onto hu¬ 
mans, they speculate, could the vari¬ 
ous Military Agencies that implanl 
various humans, be using the ‘alien’ 
cover story to mask their own clandes¬ 
tine endeavours ‘I This is entirely fea¬ 
sible and may account lor a high per¬ 
cent of abductions the world over 
I'his is not lo say, that the actual 
‘alien’ abduction phenomena is not 
real, it may well be, but we have to 
consider the fact, that the Miliiaiy 
Chiefs would be more than happy \o 
use the ‘alien’ abduction cover story 
in order for the public at large to he 
kept in the dark about iheir secret and 
unsavoury actions. 
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()( course there is another way to look 
at the implant phenomenon, and that 
is that the Military Chiefs may be in¬ 
serting these implant devices, to moni¬ 
tor the ‘real’ UFO abductees respira¬ 
tion, muscle tension and physiological 
data. There is no denying the evi¬ 
dence by UFO abductees. when they 
say that they have witnessed Military 
personnel, either on board a strange 
craft, or in an underground cavern 
whilst they have been ‘operated’ on 
by 'beings’ which are clearly not hu¬ 
man. Admittedly implant technology 
has it’s medical benefits, (for a whole 
range of reasons) one can safely say 
that a pacemaker is one of the biggest 
implants that we have in the human 
body which serves a very useful pur¬ 
pose, but what we are talking about 
here is entirely different. We are talk¬ 
ing about the implanting of devices 
(without consent) into the bodies of 
terrified victims by humans and ‘non 
humans’ alike. The one main aspect 
of the l.ammer’s book, is the contin¬ 
ued reference to the fact that many 
UFO abductees are taken to under¬ 
ground facilities where they see both 
humans and ‘non humans’ alike. 
They (the UFO abductees) also wit¬ 
ness strange disc shaped craft, large 
dark unmarked helicopters. They are 
interrogated by Military personel, 
sometimes viciously and with mind 
bending drugs, all in a desired attempt 
to find out from these poor unfortu¬ 
nate abductees, what the ‘aliens’ have 
told them. I found the following para¬ 
graph quite illuminating in regards to 
the overall theme of the Lammer’s 
book. 


“Perhaps the Military split the per¬ 
sonality of some abductees with 
known mind control techniques like 
sensory deprivation, spin program¬ 
ming. flashlights, electric shocks, 
rape, in order to create 'Manchurian 
Candidates' for information gathering 
purposes during alien abduction ex¬ 
periences ”. 

The Lammers then pose 2 Interesting 
questions to the reader. 

Are MILAB abductees Mili- 
tary programmed 
‘Manchurian Candidates’ 
who spy for a secret Military 
task force in alleged ‘alien 
crafts’ ? Are they so called 
‘Trojan Horses’ inside ‘real’ 
UFOs during an alien abduc¬ 
tion experience ? 

OR 

Is their alien abduction ex¬ 
perience a synthetically pro¬ 
grammed screen memory for 
hiding secret spy or Military 
missions ? 

What we can deduce from all (his. is 
(hat (he Military people are clearly in¬ 
volved and very much concerned 
about (he alien abduction phenomenon 
as they have been for decades now. 
The CIA FBI and NSA, have in the 
past denied (heir involvement in the 
UFO study, but thankfully under the 
Freedom of Information Act passed 
several years ago now, it was plain to 
see from the documentation released, 
that the above agencies were indeed. 
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very much involved wiih what’s going 
on, and are surely now ‘still so’ ! In 
closing this article, 1 must say that 1 
am deeply concerned about nut so 
much the threat from the ‘non hu¬ 
mans’ in all this, (although that is still 
a concern) but the threat and deceit 
from those people of whom we 
elected to serve and protect us. They 
are abusing their trust, they are abus¬ 
ing their positions to learn what is go¬ 
ing on, but ultimately they have now 
become a ‘big part’ themselves in the 
UFO problem. It seems inconceivable 
that we have a situation such as this, 
it’s like something you would find in 
a I950’s B movie or back street 
American comic shop, but this is 
‘real’, this is ‘happening’, and it’s 
happening now. I think we should be 
deeply concerned about what's going 
on, this is a crime against humanity. 
But like any crime, we require proof, 
and this subject is so bizarre that the 
stories told to us by these unfortunate 
UFO abductees may not be believed, 
but slowly we are turning the screw, 
this monumental book has untold pos¬ 
sibilities for the community, no longer 
are we talking about strange lights in 
the sky. we are now on the threshold 
of an alarming twist in the UFO 
enigma, a twist that is unsavoury and 
demands action. It’s bad enough hav¬ 
ing to deal with UFO abductions at 
all, but to have the Military involved 
(who deny everything) just begs for 
action to be taken. 

I don’t know what comes next, it is 
my hope and the hope of many others 
that something can be done about this, 
that the tables can be turned (so to 


speak). As we approach the new cen¬ 
tury, I am concerned and intrigued at 
what might happen next within the 
confines of the UFO subject. It’s been 
with us for many years now, what lies 
ahead I I expect that there aie more 
twists and turns to follow and wiiat- 
ever happens next, 1 hope that for the 
sake of humanity the new experiencc.s 
will prove beneficial to us, and may 
lead us into a better world, a world of 
which may find us sharing with peti- 
ple not of this Earth.

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THE LAMMAS-NIGHT 
SKYWATCH AT 
AVEBURY 

James Hill And Brian P James 

As most of us will know, the Ave¬ 
bury area, already steeped in mys¬ 
tery, has had something of a recent 
history of unusual happenings on 
the Lammas night of 31'* July - 1*' 
August. Crop circles usually 
abound around Avebury, Silbury 
Hill, and West Kennet Long Bar- 
row. Also UFO sightings are fre¬ 
quent, all the way from BOLs to 
CF2K’s (If anyone knows of 
CF3K*s we’d be delighted to know 
the details) 

The Lammas nighl of 1999 fell nicely 
over a Saturday night / Sunday morn¬ 
ing, and marked APRA's first joint 
skywalch with SUFOG. Steve Ger- 
rard, of SUFOG had proposed a field 
trip for some of his group to Avebury 
on the night. Members of APRA also 
decided to make the trip, and people 
from other groups were hopeful of 
making it on the night. In the event, 
five from SUFOG made the trip - 
Steve Gerrard himself, Ernie Sears, 
Bill Smith. Steve Rider, and Andy 
(.sorry, Andy - didn't get your sur¬ 
name). The APRA contingent was 
down to just James Hill and Brian 
James on the day. 

Ihe APRA contingent had spent the 
afternoon (mt and about looking at 
crop formations, taking the opportu- 
nity to slop off at The Barge Inn, at 
Moncystrcct, for refreshment and to 


look at the various photographs in 
what is now The Barge’s crop circle 
display room. Later we stopped off at 
The Wagon & Horses, where we saw 
a UFO in the car park CUFO’ was the 
alphabetic part of the registration of a 
car!), and had a good meal. 

We arrived at Avebury around 
7.15pm. BrianJ suggested that as we 
were early-ish, that we should walk 
off our dinner before meeting the oth¬ 
ers [In the event I had to walk further, 
as I had to go back to the car to check 
it had been locked - JamesH] We had 
a wander to look at the ’new' crop for¬ 
mation on Waden Hill a sort of 
"Matrix", and we were as disap¬ 
pointed by it as others were - it had 
looked so good from aerial shots, but 
looked truly awful on the ground, and 
it was later confirmed that it was a 
man-made publicity stunt. 

The two groups finally met at around 
S.OOpm, for a well-deserved cool 
drink, as the day had been one of the 
hottest of Ihe year, and certainly one 
of the most humid! We were then 
able to have a very pleasant discussion 
on Ufology and Xhe paranormal’ in 
general, and basically chat and swap 
stories and experiences until the twi¬ 
light arrived. Perhaps that the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet like-minded, and indeed 
open-minded people is Ihe most en¬ 
joyable part of any skywalch - even if 
Ihe sky is cloudy, one can still swap 
experiences. 

We decided to leave the comfort of 
Red Lion, and all then made our way 
to the northeastern section of the 
henge, and made our ’skywalch camp’

on the embankment overlooking the 
well-known 1994 "Spider's Web" Held 
(and the 1998 "Big Ring") Other 
groups of various Pagans, Wiccan's 
and 'new-agers' were having there 
own celebrations, chanting and other 
rituals around the henge, but we were 
well out of range of their 'waccy 
baccy' fumes! 

What would the night bring? During 
channelling sessions, BrianJ had been 
'promised' some sort of display by 
'visitors' who wished to show them¬ 
selves. Ernie is also very psychically 
aware, and was sensing, and inviting 
'other beings' to show themselves. 

Oddly enough, we didn't have to wait 
long for our first 'mystery of the 
night'. A blue strip of light appeared 
across the "Spiders Web" field, and 
we could see no light source! It was 
very bright at one end and fanned out 
at the other. It was probably about 
l(X)m in length, about 3m wide at its 
narrowest end, and perhaps 50m wide 
at its far end. It was probably about 
I(X)m away from the field boundary in 
front of us. Steve R had a good look 
through his image intensifying night- 
sights, but could see no crop prank¬ 
sters at work. 

This was beginning to seem very simi¬ 
lar to the lights seen at Hackpen Hill 
on the night that this year's spiral for¬ 
mation had appeared there (This may 
itself have been filming of 'man¬ 
making' a circle, since it has now ap¬ 
peared in TV commercials!) It took 
about 15 minutes of puzzling before 
Andy and BrianJ set out to 'solve' the 
mystery. They walked up the track 
leading towards Manor Farm and the 


Downs, and eventually found that the 
strip of light (unfortunately) had a 
mundane explanation. A security 
light was shining through a narrow 
gap in the fairly dense trees and 
hedgerow, and a shadow was being 
cast from it as it shone over the hedge 
on the other side of the road - this is 
how the strip of light was appearing 
part way out into the field. The two of 
us took the disappointing news back 
to our colleague at the skywatch site, 
and joked that we'<^ asked for the light 
to be turned off - curiously it did go 
out, and didn't come back on (The 
Force was strong in these two!) 

The night sky was quite clear, but 
there were some clouds, that were 
moving fairly fast. We were able to 
watch the usual satellites (Although a 
fault with the GSOC website pre¬ 
vented us having a datalisl of visible 
satellites for the night) At around 
11.20pm, two very bright orange/ 
amber tights were seen low to our 
north, and they seemed to be descend¬ 
ing. We all had binoculars trained on 
them, but they dimmed quickly, and 
we then noticed red and green lights 
that looked like an aircraft's naviga¬ 
tion lights. In the end we deduced 
that this had simply been a probable 
C'I30 Hercules heading back to 
nearby RAF Lyneham, and that its 
landing lights were being discoloured 
by the general dust and haze in the di¬ 
rection of Swindon. We are still wait¬ 
ing for confirmation from Lyneham 
that an aircraft was inbound at the 
time. 

In the (very) early hours of the Sun¬ 
day morning, the Moon rose over the 
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downs - already starting its inexorable 
tinal wane towards the rendezvous 
with the Sun for the eclipse ten days 
later. Jupiter and Saturn were also 
nicely placed in the southern sky all 
night. During various times, beams of 
light were seen playing into the sky 
along the downs towards Hackpen 
Hill - we speculated that it might have 
been crop circle hoaxers, although 
rabbit hunters in their usual pickup 
trucks might be more likely. We were 
also treated to a noisy firework dis¬ 
play from somewhere by Silbury. 
While these lights were known, events 
later were to have a different meaning. 

At around 3.30am, a series of bright 
pulsing flashes were seen over the 
back of Waden Hill. These were not 
the ’skyflashes’ that have been seen so 
often during recent skywatches. Nei¬ 
ther were they the muzzle flashes of 
artillery down on the Larkhill ranges - 
there were no sounds of heavy gun- 
lire, nor indeed any sound to indicate 
further fireworks. They were cer¬ 
tainly not camera flashes. It wasn\ 
until about 5.15am, when two young 
Dutch (or possibly Belgian) guys 
came round the henge. asking if any¬ 
one else had seen anything strange, 
that we got confirmation of the true 
position of the flashes The two 
young men had spent the night at the 
’other’ end of the Kennett Avenue 
from Avebury, and they had seen the 
pulsing lights coming from behind 
Waden Hill from their perspective, so 
by simple Iriangulalion, the source for 
these pulses was very close to Silbury. 
We still dt) not know what caused 
them, and the hopes that they might be 
related to new crop circle activity 


proved foundless. 

Soon after the pulsing lights had fin¬ 
ished, at 3.50am. James and Bill al¬ 
most together spotted something new, 
and urged the rest of us to look. By 
the time we had all followed James 
and Bill's gaze, high to the north, we 
noticed a cluster of blue and while 
lights. Now, at this stage, you would 
think that the six of us (Steve R hav¬ 
ing retired back to SUFOG’s hired 
MPV, feeling ill), all keen observers, 
would have immediately got our bin¬ 
oculars on this oBrianJect? Unfortu¬ 
nately no - we all stood watching it, 
no different to any ordinary witness, 
taken aback by the appearance of a 
UFO. The UFO itself was moving at 
aircraft speed, and was heading to¬ 
wards the edge of a smallish cloud. 

JamesH: "I saw a bright while light 
that was as big as a pea held at arm‘s 
length. As it veered its course, it 
changed to an even brighter white/ 
blue, and it also changed to elliptical. 
As it continued to turn, a triangular 
shape could be seen, and other blue 
and white lights." 

BrianJ: "/ think that Steve G was fac¬ 
ing the other way, and I was lying 
down, facing the wrong way 
(typical!). I certainly was 'late'in see¬ 
ing the UFO, hut I saw it a more of a 
diamond-shape cluster of blue and 
white lights, some of a different inten¬ 
sity. I estimated the cluster to be like 
an aircraft in size, although I cannot 
be sure of its height. However, the 
clouds were somewhere in the region 
of 4 - 5kni up. so gives us .some idea." 

At this point we were starting to gel to 
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our senses together, and were thinking 
about using binoculars, cameras etc. 
We now experienced something ol a 
'Mexico Effect' or 'Q Factor', since the 
UFO veered in its course, to head to 
the thickest part of the cloud. It went 
behind the cloud, and never re¬ 
appeared! By now we were all 
sweeping the area of sky for any sign 
of the UFO or other lights, but nothing 
was apparent. Either it had 'gone 
dark', otherwise vanished or simply 
tracked behind the cloud back the way 
it came, we just don’t know. Even 
discussing it at the time, it was clear 
that we had all perceived the UFO in a 
different way, and subsequent com¬ 
parisons show that between us, we can 
report the classic collective witness 
description, of a "round, circular, disk¬ 
like triangular diamond" - though we 
all concur the UFO had blue and 
white lights. Needless to say we were 
by now well and truly invigorated for 
the remaining night-time hours! 

Ernie was trying to communicate with 
his 'contacts', and I was attempting 
likewise, and had some sightings of 
the 'shadow-manta' dark figures that 
seem to be with me on a frequent ba¬ 
sis, but which I don't think were per¬ 
ceived by others, although some did 
see other shadowy figures. While on 
a solo 'meditation' within the Obelisk 
Circle, I did perceive one of the 
'angelic' forms that have been around 
recently, but it didn't fully materialise 
into this reality. Despite our best ef¬ 
forts, we were not able to positively 
bring further UFOs or other occur¬ 
rences into our immediate realm. 

We stayed to watch a wonderful sun¬ 


rise just before 6.(X)uin on the Sunday 
morning, before returning to oui vehi¬ 
cles. The two groups said their lure- 
wells, and went their separate ways 
again, and to get some sleep ('I'his had 
been my second all-night watch in a 
week. I’m getting loo old for this - 
BrianJ) 

JamtsH: ll has to be said that (his is 
the first time I have been out with a 
group and actually had a night oj 
strange occurrences like these, as you 
usually gel the satellites, aercyplanes. 
and the odd flash of light. It nos also 
good to meet a group who enjoyed a 
good laugh as well (most of the jokes 
cannot be printed here!) One day I 
hope to do another skywatch with SO- 
FOG, perhaps closer to their home 
area. 

BrianJ: This wtis' also my first all- 
night skywatch within a group oj peo¬ 
ple. and it was thoroughly enjoyable 
for all the reasons that James has 
said, ll was also the first time I have 
witnessed a true UFO on such a 
watch, and given that it occurred after 
nearly six hours, perhaps it pays to 
have patience? / think there is little 
doubt that the early hours seem to be 
more favourable sighting-wise. 

We plan to make this summer sky 
watch a regular event, and probably 
won't take loo much persuading to do 
it on a more regular basis in the 
warmer and clement months.. 
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FLYING TRIANGLE 
OVER MALTA

Mr E. Slivala (if Paula in Malla is 
well-read on hisCory, mysteries and 
UFOs. He lold me of an event that 
happened to him in 1999. Inciden¬ 
tally, he did not know that I had writ¬ 
ten an article on this subject in 1997. 

Fishing is his favourite hobby. In 
early July, he and his friend Chico. 76, 
left harbour at about 4am. Following 
a southerly course they arrived at the 
fishing grounds at about 6:30am. Be¬ 
ing some 15 miles off-shore. Fishing 
was good, especially their catch of 
swordfish. 

At about 2:10pm, Chico (since de¬ 
ceased) looked up and said “What’s 
that up there?” 

Mr Stivala looked up and saw a large 
black flying triangle. He was puz.zled 
over the fact that it was accompanied 
by two American Air Force jet fight¬ 
ers. Eater the fighters moved very 
close to the Triangle’s wing tips (see 
drawing). The three aircraft flew at 
passenger aircraft height (?) They 
were flying very slowly and eventu¬ 
ally were lost to sight in the blue sum¬ 
mer sky. The smaller Jets could be 
heard, but no sound seemed to be 
coming from the Triangle. Mr Stivala 
is certain that it was not a stealth air¬ 
craft. and said it was larger than two 
|umbo jets. They watched the aircraft 


for an estimated nine minutes. 

The Triangle had no markings and no 
obvious landing wheels. He would 
very much like to know what it was he 
saw! 

How many reports of Flying Triangles 
include accompanying identifiable air¬ 
craft? 

Perhaps Omar Fowler, who has made 
a study of Flying Triangles can help?

Could that be what 
was seen off Malta? 

Mr Stivala also asked if 1 had seen re¬ 
ports of flying wheels? (To which the 
reply must be Yes!) A friend who had 
served in BAOR in the 1950s told him 
this anecdote. During the middle 
watch his friend was on sentry duty. 
.Suddenly bright lights lit up the night 
sky. His friend described seeing a 
wheel-like object. The banacks area 
was filled with smoke and the smell 
of burning bakelite. The wheel disap¬ 
peared high in the sky over the East 
German border.
